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First Day. 

Marshall, Texas, Nov. 15, 1906.

H. McCain nominated Rev. E. R. Houck, and Rev. B. W. 
Hugg nominated J. R. Basket. Vote was taken by ballot and 
J. R. Basket was elected. E. R. Houck was chosen Assis- 
tant Secretary. 

By vote the following officers and their assistants were 
chosen, viz: W. C. Mann Statistical Secretary, J. W. Her- 

vey Assistant, B. W. Hugg Treasurer, J. F. Ragsdale Assis- 
tant, Louis May Conference Post Master. 

Bar of Conference — On motion of Wm. R. Chase the 
bar of the Conference was fixed as being the first five pews 
in the middle tier. 

Hours of Meeting— The hours of meeting were fixed 
for 8:30 to 11:45 a. m. 

Conference Regulations— By vote the rules of the Gen- 
eral Conference, so far as they are applicable, were made the 
Rules of Order for this Conference. 

Courtesies On motion of John Paul all visiting breth- 
ren were invited to sit within the bar of the Conference. 
These courtesies were extended to supplies and preachers 
wives.

Preacher examined f” Presiding Elders Hy. H. McCain 
was called, character passed and he reported his District. 

Motion — A motion by N. H. Oliver prevailed that a Sta- 
tistical session be held at 3:00 p. m. The Bishop appointed 
C. A. King to the Chair. Announcements having been made 
the Conference by motion adjourned. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 

After Song and prayer Rev. C. A. King called the Con- 
ference to order. By motion the Secretary was ordered to 
call the roll and those who have not handed in their reports 
to do so when name is called. The roll was called and most 
all reports w r ere handed in. Bv motion Conference adjourned. 
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Second Day. 

Friday Morning 8:30 O’clock, Nov. 16, 1906. 

The Conference met at the appointed time, Bishop Wil- 
son in the chair. 

The Bishop led the devotional services, calling on Wm. 
R. Chase to lead in prayer. The Bishop addressed the Con- 
ference on the subject, “The Pastor and His Master,” fol- 
lowing with prayer. The Journal of Thursday’s session was 
read and having been corrected was adopted. 

The Bishop announced that he had good news from the 
representative of the Book Concern in the form of two drafts: 
One from the Chartered Fund of $22.00 and the other from 
the Book Concern of $196.00. By motion these drafts were 

made payable to the chairman of the Conference Board of 
Stewards. 

The consideration of question Thirteen was resumed, 
namely, “Was the Character of each Preacher Examined?’’ 
J. W. Lively, Presiding Elder of Red River District, was 
called, character passed and report made, followed by a very 
appreciative and excellent historical paper on Louisiana, 
closing with a beautiful tribute to Richmond Nolley, the first 
Methodist preacher to die in Louisiana while planting our 
beloved Methodism in the great Southwest. 

Wm. R. Chase, Presiding Elder of New Orleans Dis- 
trict, was called, character passed and report read. This 
being his last year as Presiding Elder by limitation, and go- 
ing to retire from active service, the Conference was much 
affected. 

The Conference arose and joined the Bishop in singing 
“Blest Be The Ties That Bind;” Rev. C. A. King led in 

prayer and the Holy Spirit came to bless and comfort our 
hearts. 

The following effective elders of the District were called, 
character passed and those having charges made reports: 
John H. Paul, E. A. Ryan, reported “gone,” W. C. Mann, 
N. L. Sayers, B. W. Hugg, W. E. Harrison, M. C. Hickman, 
J. R. Basket, G. B. Hines, B. F. Deaton, P. J. Robidoux, N. 
H. Oliver, E. R. Houck. 
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Motions — On motion of E. R. Houck, N. H. Oliver was 
granted the relation of Conference Evangelist; also by G. B. 
Hines, W. R. Chase was granted the relation of Conference 
Evangelist. 

Question Five was asked, namely, "Who Have Been 
Continued on Trial?” and R. L. Weldon, W. J. Wood and 
R. R. Smith were called, character passed and continued in 
studies of the first year. 

J. W. Lagrone was called, character passed and discon- 
tinued at his request. 

Third Year’s Studies -James F. Ragsdale, character 
passed, report made and advanced to the studies of the 
fourth year, conditionally that he bring up Psychology. 

Isaac J. Coppage, character was passed and on motion of 
Hy. H. McCain he was continued in the studies of the fourth 
year and also continued in the Supernumerary relation. 

Extension of Time — Motion by C. A. King that the time 
be extended; carried. 

J. W. Hervey, character passed and report read. Hav- 
ing passed satisfactory examination in studies of fourth 
year, on motion of Wm. R. Chase, he was passed from his 
studies and elected to Elders Orders. 

After announcements the conference by motion ad- 
journed. 


Third Day. 

Saturday Morning 8 : 30 , November 17 , 1906 . 

The Conference met at the appointed time, Bishop Wil- 
son in the chair, himself leading the devotion. N. L. Say- 
ers led in prayer. The Bishop addressed the Conference on 
the subject: “The Pastor and His Flock,” and followed with 
prayer. The Journal of Friday’s session was read and ap- 
proved. 

Introductions — Dr. Wm. Fielder, President of Ft. 
Worth University and Dr. M. A. Beeson, President of Me- 
ridian Male College, were introduced. 
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Question of privilege was raised by J. R. Basket, who 
spoke of the work and impartial service of Wm. R. Chase, 
retiring Presiding Elder of New Orleans District, and as a 
token of their regard and brotherly love for him and high 
appreciation of his services, in behalf of the pastors of the 
District and his very warm friends, presented him with a 
handsome traveling bag. Bro. Chase very appropriately re- 
sponded. The Conference then sang “God Be With You 
’Till We Meet Again.” The Holy Spirit was present. 

Question Twenty-Three was considered, namely Who 
are the Superannuated Preachers ?” Reports being made 
for John T. James and Julian Woodson, and Bro. F. D. Van 
Valkenburg being present, by motion were continued in the 
Superannuated relation. 

Communications. — Wm. R. Chase read a communication 
from Bro. W. E. Harrison, and Bro. C. A. King also read a 
communication from Bro. James. 

Finances.— By request the Secretary read a statement 
from former Secretary Harrison showing a deficit of $4.79 
in Secretary Fitch’s account with the Book Concern. The 
amount was remitted by Bro. H. C. Dickhout their repre- 
sentative. 

Address. H. C. Dickhout addressed the Conference in 
the interest of the Book Concern. 

Question Thirty was considered namely: “Where 
shall the next Conference be held?” Invitation was given 
by J R. Basket for Jennings, La. This being the only invi- 
tation, by motion this invitation was unanimously accepted. 

Motion.— On motion of B. W. Hugg, P. J. Robidoux 
was referred to the Committee on Conference Relations. 

On motion of Hy. H. Me. Cain, John H. Paul was ap- 
pointed Conference Evangelist. 

By motion N. L. Sayers was appointed R. R. Sec- 
retary. 

By motion N. L. Sayers was appointed to conduct the 
preachers and visiting brethren, by the courtesies of the 
Superintendent, through the Texas and Pacific Shops at 
1 p, m. from the church. 
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Question Eleven and Twelve were asked, there being: 
no local preachers for ordination, Question Five was con- 
tinued; division “b” viz: “In Studies of Second year.” 

John A. Carruth, Thomas E. Webb, Louis May, character 
passed and reports were made. Having: passed a satisfac- 
tory examination in the studies of Second year, by motion 
they were advanced to the studies of the Third year and 
elected to full membership, conditionally that they answer 
satisfactory the Disciplinary questions relative to admission 
into full connection. F. T. Swanson was called, character 
passed and report made. Not having: brought up his course 
of study, on motion of Hy. H. McCain he was continued in 
studies of the Second year. 

On motion of Wm. R. Chase, Louis May was elected to 
Deacons Orders. Bros. Carruth and Webb having: been or- 
dained under the Missionary rule. 

Question Fifteen was asked, namely: “Who have 

died?” None. 

Address. — Dr. Wm. Fielder addressed the Conference 
in the interest of Ft. Worth University, showing: some good 
work has, and is being- done in our great University. The 
hour, as previously announced by the Bishop for the address 
to the Membership Class having- arrived, the class was called 
and the Bishop addressed the class by interpreting the 
meaning of the questions asked and answer required by 
the Discipline from those seeking admission into a Confer- 
ence in full connection. This interpretation was lucid and 
the address forceful. Having answered the Disciplinary 
questions satisfactory, J. A. Carruth, T. E. Webb and Louis 
May were admitted into full membership. 

Question of Privilege — Under this question, N. H. Ol- 
iver spoke in the interest of the Conference Claimants, rec- 
ommending the organization of a Preachers Relief Society. 

Extension of Time— Dr. J. W. Lively so moved and 
spoke on the same subject. By motion the Board of Stew- 
ards were constituted a Committee to consider plans for a 
Preachers Relief Society. After announcements by motion 
Conference adjourned. The Bishop announced that he 
would ordain the Deacon following the sermon on Sunday 
morning.

He reports the Missionary Society de- 
lighted with the interest this Conference has taken in Mis- 
sions. 

Reports Continued— B.W. Hugg, Treasurer, read his 
report. On motion of N. H. Oliver, report was adopted and 
the Treasurer permitted to use the odd cents to defray the 
expense of remitting the money to the various societies. 

N. H. Oliver reported for committee on Conference Aid 
Society, which was adopted. See report. 

On motion of C. A. King, N. H. Oliver was requested 
to act as financial agent for said Society. 
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On motion of N. H. Oliver, P. J. Robidoux was placed 
on the Supernumerary list. 

Reconsideration. — By motion of Wm. R. Chase, the 
Conference reconsidered its action in the case of F. D. Van 
Valkenburg. 

By motion the relation of F. D. VanValkenburg was 
changed from the Superannuated to the effective.

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COMMITTEE ON CHURCH EXTENSION. 

The Minutes of the Gulf Conference held at Welsh, La., 
last year report in our bounds forty seven church building’s 
valued at $116,120. (Several have been built the past year 
not included in this report). These churches have a seating 
capacity of 13,000 or more. 

Forty seven churches, dedicated to God and the work of 
His Church where prayer, praise, Christian teaching and 
the preaching of a pure Gospel in its fulness, goes on from 
sabbath to sabbath under the leadership of consecrated min- 
isters of the M. E. Church. These results have been made 
possible by the help of that great society conceived by the 
lamented Dr. A. J. Kynett and brought into being by the 
General Conference of the Church some thirty-two years ago. 

But for the existence of this society none of these 
Churches, with possibly an exception or two, could have 
been built. 

To us as a conference this Board of Church Extension is 
not simply a convenience; it is a necessity; our life as a 
spiritual force, a Conference, has and still is dependent up- 
on it. 

Beginning with us as a Mission its appropriations were 
as 8 to 1 — put into our treasury one dollar and draw on us 
for $8 to aid you in your church building. This has been 
reduced from time to time. Until now the Board says to us, 
3 to 1 — place in our treasury one dollar and draw on us for 
$3 to carry on your church building. Give us $500 this year 
and we will aid you to the amount of fifteen hundred dollars. 
Our collections amount to a little over $400 as reported this 
year, which gives us a credit of $1,200 on which to do busi- 
ness the coming year. 

Brethren, self interest, yea the interest of the Master’s 
cause demands that we bring up the full amount asked. A 
few more dollars would raise our credit $1,500, (a nice little 
capital), which would enable us to build seven or eight 
churches the coming year. Bishop Gilbert Haven once said 
“school houses may do to start with, but they are not per- 
manent; when a church is built God moves into a community 
to stay.” We have such places all over our territory, we 
need to have God move in, so let us come up to the amount 
asked and our Church Board will help us.

COMMITTEE ON CONFERENCE AID. 

Form of Constitution for the Society for the furthering 
of the interests of the superannuated ministers of the Gulf 
Conference.

The 
regular fund to be sixty" p^r cent of the whole and the emer- 
gency fund forty per cent. 

Art. 5. That the Board of Directors be composed of 
the Board of Conference Stewards who may be elected from 
year to year, and that they shall manage all the business of 
this society.
